NEW YORK PHYSICIANS ACCEPT 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR MAJORITY 


DEATHS MOTHERS CHILDBIRTH 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—(IP)—The 
New York Academy of Medicine in 
an exhaustive report made public 
today, held the medical profession 
itself responsible for 61.1 per cent 
of avoidable deaths of' Mothers 
during childbirth in New York 
during the years 1920-31-32. 


The report Is based upon a study 
of "all puerperal deaths" In New 
York City during the three-year 
period—a total of 2,041. In arriv- 
ing at its conclusions the commit- 
tee of doctors who made the study 
investigated the circumstances of 
341,879 births. 


Of the 2,041 total of maternal 
deaths, the committee estimated 
that 1,343, or 65.8 per cent, could 
have been prevented "If the care 
of the woman had been proper in 
all respcts." 


Blame for the preventable deaths 
was apportioned by the committee 
as follows: 


Midwives 2.2 per cent. 
Patients 36.7 per cent. 
Medical group 61.1 per cent. 
"Sixty per cent of all the deaths," 
the report of 290 
pages 
said, 
''which could have been avoided 
have been brought about by some 
incapacity in the attendant: lack of 
judgment, lack of skill, or careless 
inattention to the demands of the 
case. Some of these situations have 
arisen out of the fact that In- 
ternes have been given too wide a 
field of independent activity. -Meet 
arep lainly the results of 'incompe- 
tence." 


The report, criticizing over-use 


of anaesthesia and. instrumenta- 


more than five per cent of all de- 
livery cases require operative In- 
terfernc*. The investigaton show- 
ed, however, that operative inter- 
ference was practlved in 24.3 per 
cent of the cases recorded at 67 
New York hospitals. 
The committee estimated that 
one out of every five deliveries in 
New York City is an operative 
delivery. The maternal death rate 
was five times as high among op- 
erative deliveries as among spon- 
taneous ones. 
The committee found the death 
rate of mothers in hospitals to be 
4.5 per 1,000 live births. The death 
rate of mothers at home was 1.09. 
"The maternal mortality rate for 
home deliveries is therefore sub- 
stantially less than half of that in 
the hospital deliveries," the commit- 
tee pointed out. 


In summation 
the 
committee 
said: 


"The hazards of child birth in 
New York City are greater than 
they need be. Responsibility for 
reducing them rests with the med- 
ical profession." 
,The committee, which made Its 
survey under a grant from the com- 
monwealth fund, made numerous 
concrete recommendations to the 
medical profession. It said there 
is necessity for change in certain 
of the methods now employed: that 
hospitals must have qualified ob- 
stetricions as directors of their 
staffs; and that "the medical pro- 
fession is obligated to inform the 
lay public that operative delivery 
undertaken merely to alleviate pair, 
or shorten labor involves increased

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 20.— 


(IP)—Evidence that electricity con- 
trols .weather all over the world 
was announced to the National 
Academy of Sciences here today. 


The electric control runs in a 
definite 
cycle, 
causing 
rains 
droughts and heat spells to re- 
peat themselves once every 23 
years, with comparatively minor 
variations for 
Individual locali- 
ties. 


This electric cycle comes from 
the sun. Spinning like a top, the 
sun's 
northern 
and 
southern 


hemispheres 
are 
electrically 
charged the opposite of each oth- 
er, one positive, the other neg- 
ative. 
These 
charges 
reverse 
from north to south, taking 23 
years for the change. 


Tha ' charges 
come from the 
black, whirling sunspots. As the 
spots change, 
from 
month 
to 


month, their electrical influences 
follow suit and step by step reg- 
ulate the changing weather. To 
complete this cycle they take two 
coi ilete 11 year sun-4ipot cycles, 
plus about a year additional. 
The report was made by Dr. 
Charles G. Abbot, secretary of the 
Smithsonian 
Institution, 
Wash- 


ington. An explanation issued by 
the institution said this electrical 
cycle is the "discovery of what 
appears to be a fundamental clim- 
atologlcal internal In nature, sec- 
ond only to the year Itself." 
"The weather of 1956," said this 
report, "will have the tame gen- 
eral pattern -differing of course 
In day by day details—as the 
weather the world experienced in 
1938. 
It is possible that there 
will be a year's lag In, the repe- 
tition of the 1933 . meteorological 
phenomena, owing to a complica- 
tion which cannot yet be exactly 
predicted. 


"Next summer would have the 
same general weather pattern as 
the world experienced during the 
summer of 1911, 
The discovery 
marks up a long step forward to- 
ward the day of long-ranee fore- 
casting, when temperature 
and 
precipitation for a given area can 
be predicted years in advance. An 
enormous amount of work re- 
mains to be done." 
Dr. Abbott gave records 
to 
show that the rainfall of central 
India followed this cycle 
from 
1865 to date—with 
three 
com- 
plete repetitions; and that study 
of Blsmark, N. D., records from 
1875 showed the same thing; so 
strikingly that the weather from 
1032 to 1933 wu predicted "very 
well" from the previous 23 year 
cycles.
